Anti-Racing Measure Goes to 
Third Reading in House. 



Politics Plays Important Part in 
Fight Against the Sport — 

, No Action in Senate 



RACING WINNINGS A FALSE LINE 



BALTIMORE. Md., February 2fi. — Tlie anti-rnfinc 
bill waa passed through setoiid reading h.v the 
house of delegates today at Annapolis. It was by 
a vote of 7ii to 2r>. It now goes to the third reading. 
Tlie bill has not .vet been reiwrted out of committee 
in the senate. A fine of $500 is provided for the 
first offense and a jail sentenee and a fine for sub- 
sequent ones. 

Floor leader Gambrill voted for the bill and 
speaker Ia*e against the adoption of the judiciary 
committee’s favorable report. 

Baltimore City’s delegation was split, but with 
the majority of the votes in the negative, though 
several members did not ballot. 

Mib.s Risteau of Harford County, in explaining 
her negative vote, said that she almminated betting, 
but the financial aspect of the matter constrained 
her to vote as she did. William Purnell Hall, 
author of the bill, led the fight in Its behalf as 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 

Mr. Hall was on his feet for recognition by the 
chair as the clerk read the title of tlie anti-race 
track Itetting bill. “This bill,” he said, “is de- 
signed to break up the partnership between the State 
of Maryland and the gamblers of the world; it is 
meant to do this and nothing more. For $600,000 a 
year we have sold our birthright. These* honest, 
high-toned. Green Spring Valle.v gamblers,” said 
Mr. Hall, “tell us that if we pass this law we will 
have more gambling than ever. Well, we’ll see 
alcoiit that.” 

Mr. Hall tlien referred to the cry which had 
been raised in Baltimore City for home rule, whic’.i. 
lie said, a “certain curly haired mayor” had called 
for year in and year out. The city, he camtimied, 
allowed Baltimore County to take $3,000 a day 
front Ihe Pimlico race track when it found that an- 
nexation would bring the track into the limits of 
the city and the county protested against losing 
the revenue. 

Quoting figures of the race tracks of Maryland 
Jlr. Hall said that more money was bet at them 
last year than the combined capitals of the banks 
of Baltimore. 

“How long do .vou think baseball would last as 
the national game,” asketl Mr. Hall, “if we al- 
lowed pari-mutuel machines to run at the ball 
parks? The racing commission for the Slate of 
Maryland is a joke.” he continued. “They have 
admitted that their rules and regulations are dom- 
inated by the New York Jockey Club. There is 
only one honest race track man in this state,” said 
Mr. Hall, “that’s Jim O’Hara. He admits that he 
does uot care whether they run on one leg or two 
— all he's in the sport for is the money.” 

Speaking of the loss to the state of the revenues 
from the race tracks Mr. Hall said: 

“We’ll take care of that. I propose to go over 
the budget with a fine-toothed comb and take some- 
thing out of it that should come out.” 

Delegate Squire. Cecil County, followed Mr. Hall 
in speaking for the hill’s passiige, and said; 

“If there were a horse race within ten miles of 
hero today, 1 would move to adjourn to attend it. 
But Ihe question has nothing to do with racing. It 
is a (piestion whether the state shall so far stultify 
itself as to admit we must have legalized gambling 
to t>ay off debts. 

“The race tracks.” he continued, “are bigger 
and richer and more powerful than the State of 
Jfaryluud. That should not be.” 

Delegate Baker, chairman of the city delegation, 
said in explaining his vote that the racing conimis- 
•ion had not lived up to its obligations to the 
state and had not performed its duties in the 
proper manner and had allowed a body outside of 
the Kt.ate to dominate its decisions. With the ex- 
pressed hope that conditions would be lK*tter un<ler 
the next commission he voted "So.” 

ANXIOUS ABOUT THE KENTUCKY DATES 



JW?. VOSBURGWS DISSECTION OF LEADING SIRE STATIS- 
TICS— MODERN FASHION CALLS FOR NUMBERS 
RATHER THAN QUALITY OR CLASS — 
LEADERS OF LIST CONSIDERED

The fact that Mr. Hancock’s stallion Celt led the winning sires of 1921 is to me a source of some 
gratiiication. Some years ago the late Major Hancock wrote to me asking me to hu.v liiin a stallion. He 
said he wanted a stallion “that would sire four-mile horses.” He further stated that he had Celt, having 
leased him, but exitectcd Mr. Keene would “lake him away b<‘fore next season,” and he must have an- 
other horse. 

It has never been m.v habit to deal in sales of horses, and I so informed Major Hanco<'k. But, in my 
reply, I ventured to ho|te he would not try to breed four-milers for the reason that no one would buy 
them. I further stated that “if you have Celt on the farm, buy him and build a stone wall around him, 
for you cannot get a much better untried horse.” The stateiueiit may sound extravagant, but, as I added, 
“if you had seen him win liie Bmiklyn Handicap you would agree with me.” And so he would, for Cell’s 
race that da.v when he shook off first King James and then Fair I'la.v was one of the best races I had 
seen for years. It takes a good horse to shake off two goo<l contenders. Henry of Navarre did it wlicn 
he beat Clifford and Domino at Morris Park, but it is a rare performance. 

It was Celt’s misfortune to be in the same year and the same stable as Colin, and the latter, being 
able to win all the stakes, the stable had no need to start Celt as a two-year-old until late in the year, 
when lie won the Junior Champion. The stable always claimed he “wasn’t as good as Colin,” but cer- 
tainly he defeated Fair Play in the Brooklyn Handicap far easier than Colin defeated Fair Play in the 
Belmont .Slakes, in which race Fair Play had Colin out to the last ounce. In the Brooklyn. Celt made 
the pace from the start, doing the first quarter in 22% and the half-mile in 46%, the mile in 1:38% and 
the mile and a quarter in 2:05%. He had 106 ixmnds up and conceded weight to every horse in the race, 
seven itounds to Fair Play and eight pounds to King Janies. 

Celt never sired a horse as good as himself. Touch Me Not and Diinboyne have shown brilliant form 
at times; CiMiuette was a fast mare, hut much cannot lie said for the other. Yet Celt leads the win- 
ning sires. It is due to numbers, he having fifty-two starters. His colts, Column and Lord Baltimore, 
also Sedge, showed considerable class, but they were two-year-olds, and we should prefer horses that 
trained on at least two seasons and ran over diktaui-es longer than those run by two-year-olds. 

Star Shoot has run Celt a very idose second, and no horse has a better reiwrd the last ten years. A 

son of the Ih-rhy winner of 1893 (Isinglass), and a grandson of the Dcrb.v winner of 1867 (Hermit), he 

has vindicated his blood as he had already as a race horse, winning the British Dominion and National 
Produce Stakes of 1900. John Huggins, the trainer, told me the story of Star Shoot one day while we 

sat chatting during the Belmont Park meeting. His wind became affected and Major Eustace Loder, his 

breeder and owner, told Huggins, who trained him: “People in my country (Ireland) will not breed to a 

’roarer.’ If .vou cun sell him at a fair price, do so.” At this time John Hanning was in England with 
an order to boy a stallion, and purchased Star Shoot for $2,.500, brought him to America, and Messrs. 
Clay & Woo<lford took him. At their Runnymede Stud, Paris, Ky., Star Shoot began life. Nimbus, 
foaled in 1905, was one of the first of his get to attract attention, but in 1907 was foaled his first really 
high-class one in the filly Ocean Bound, winner of the Alabama Stakes, beating Cherryola (Purchase’s 
dam), and was a really great race mare. Star Shoot’s success as a sire has been remarkable. Five 
seasons he has led the winning sires — 1911, 1912, 1916, 1917 and 1919. In sixteen seasons — 1900-1921 — he 
sired winners of 1,962 races of the value of $1,581.3.')3.

A definite announcement from 
the Kentucky Jocke.v Club as to what dales it will 
request the* state racing commission to sanction 
would be welcomed h.v the hor.senien and public 
generally, esi»ecially those who desire to engage 
rooms at Louisville for Iterby day.

NEW ORLEANS RACING ENDS 



I have a photograph of Star Shoot, taken as a two-year-old in England. He was more of the type 
of Hermit than Isinglass. He had a light neck, short back, but good depth of chest and back ribs, 
muscular quarters, tail set on rather low, great length of hind logs, but very straight fore legs and up- 
right pasterns. He made a better looking old horse than he did a young one, judging by his pictures 
taken in America. I had heard the trainers claim the early Star Shoot colts had had feet, and one day 
at Saratoga Mr. J. E. Madden Itegan extolling Star Shoot. 

“It’s a pity that horse was ever brought to this country,” I remarked. 

“Wiiy?” asked Madden, with an amazed look. 

“Trainers all tell me his colts have bud feet.” 

“They won’t, now that I have him,” rt'plied Madden. 

“That I have him:” — it was the first time 1 had heard that Madden owned him, and my confusion 
may easily be imagined. Of course, I sought the first opportunity to assure Madden that had I known 
he was the owner of the horse 1 should have been more reserved. But he only laughed. “I know how 
they talk,” said he; “horses that are galloped are apt to get sore in their feet; but if the trainer knows 
how to treat them, it isn’t serious. I think I can handle that. Watch the Star Shoots after this 
You’ll hear less of that talk.” And so it proved. 

As the sire of Sir Barton. Grey laig, Amlacious. Star Charter and Ocean Bound, it is impossible to 
deny Star Shoot’s claim to a place among the great sires; but, like Celt, his position in the list of win- 
ning sires iias l>een due to Ihe large nunilter of his colts and fillies, rather than to their class. When a 
horse has so large .-i number of colts and fillies in training us he has had in some seasons — uutubly eighty 
seven in 1916 and eighty-one in 1917 — they need not ikjsscss a great racer among them to place their 
sire in the front rank when so iniuh money can be won as in tlie recent years. 

In the case of .McGee, which is third on Ihe list, it is much the same. Aside from Exterminator and 
Firebrand, his list of winners is not marked by quality, but abundantly so in quantity. .\nd of Ballot 
the fourth in the list of winning sires, it is even more conspicuous. Ballot was a superb race horse but 
he has never sired a horse within twenty iMuimls of the form he showed wliile racing. I weigliied him 
with 127 pounds for the Suburban of 1908. and he brought it home a winner. Two years later, after he 
had Iwen ,i lear in England, 1 weiglited liim with 129 iiounds, and even then he was third, conceding 
fourteen pounds to the winner. 

FnlNlty of 3loiiey Winning' Exhibit. 

Sweep, fifth in the list of winning sires, has done lietter. As a race horse he was the l>est horse of 
a poor .vear. and his sons, i.eonardo II. and Eternal, were probably better horses than he was himself 
and the same might 1 m* said of The Porter. But, aside from The Porter, Ills children’s best ellorts were 
as two-year-olds, and few of them train on, the mare Penrose being a notable exception. Wrack, the 
sixth horse on tlie winning sire list, lias done amazingly well, hut so far he has sired sprinters, the filly 
Careful is a brilliant exception, a rare goisl filly. liriHimstick, the seventh sire on the list, was hardl.v 
us strong as in former years, nor have his stock shone over a fair distance of ground; but as the sire of 
W’hisk Broom 11., Regret, Thunderer, Cudgel, etc., his place among the great sires of the generation is 
secure.

Reverses With United Verde and 
Takes the Richest Race of the ^ 
Meeting in a Canter. 



NEW ORLE.\NS. Iji., February 28. — The racing 
curtain for this season liere was running down this 
ifterno<m, bringing to a close the fifty days’ meet- 
ing at the Fair Gronmis, preceded by thirty-three 
days at Jeffersim Park, where the sport was in- 
augurated on Tlianksgiriug Day. Both meetings 
were fully up to expectations, and while not as 
successful financially’ as several preceding ones, 
still a slump was expected, due to the country-wide 
business depression. 

In one lone res|>ect the meeting Just terminated 
excelled former ones in that there was an aggre- 
gation of horses here of the useful class that fur- 
nished entertaining contests and enhanced the stand- 
ard of the sport. There was a general absence of 
the former large visiting element and the track 
was called on to draw heavily on local patronage 
for it support. 

This meeting caused a general loss to moat of the 
regulars. The overhead was primarily the cause for 
this. Expenses here this winter was not far above 
the war-time standard. The raring has been of 
tlie usual winter type, giMMl and bad, changed track 
conditions b<*ing encountered frequently and at 
times serving to upset calculations. Bad riding 
has been noticeable with regularity, the atars of- 
fending extensively In this respect. 

Getaway da.v was marked by a brilliant aasem* 
blage despite the unfavorable weather, a misty rain 
falling intermittently throughout the afternoon, and 
it served the purpose of reducing the crowd eon- 
sideralil.v. At that, the attendance was easily of 
a record number. 

The heavy track toda.v was instrumental in re- 
ducing the fields, xiarticnlarly in the feature dashes, 
only eight of the original carded twenty going to 
the |H>st in the Mardi Gras Handicap, despite its 
added $5,000. It had a mishap at the post that 
reduced the field still further by two, only six 
finishing. 13ie mishap was doe to the actions 

of Bygone Days, which wheeled at the start and, 
bumping into Blarney Stone, unseated Weiner from 
the latter. Bygone Days was left. 

The winner of the race, which was worth $3,455 
net, was Bunga Buck, which racing in his beat 
form, outstayed United Verde, which ran coupled 
with Tom Hare Jr. The winner held away 
throughout and was easing up at the finish. 

BIFF BANG BT A NOSE. 

The Carnival purse of $1,000 was productive of 
the best contest of the afternoon and found Biff 
Bang the winner by a nose, with I’ostoral Swain 
the same margin before Gain de Cause. The finish 
between the three bad the big crowd in a high 
pitch of excitement. 

Irish Dream was victorious in the other handi- 
cap, a three-quarters dash that brought to the' 
|ioMt some fast ones, with Hadrian an outstanding 
favorite because of bis mud-running proclivltiea. 
He ran a game race, but Irish Dream bad it on 
him from the start. 

Prince K again demonstrated that he is a good 
colt and proved an easy victor over the youngsters 
tliat started in the initial dash. Lady Boss was 
his closest attendant at the finish. 

The Decision and Rolo put up a spirited duel in 
tile se<-ond race with The Decision the winner in 
the last stride. 

The final race found Mormon Elder, the favorite, 
taking down tlie purse after having shown vast su- 
periority. The Wit landed in second place and 
Ettahe third. 

To J. S. Hays fell the honor of having the most 
winners at the Fair Grounds meeting, he sending 
eleven to the post. George V. Barnes was next in 
order with ten to his credit. D. R. (“Puddin”) 
McDaniel met with his full share of success, nine 
of his charges winning. A. G. Blakely’s horses ac- 
counted for eight races, while Darrell Cannon won 
seven with the G. Driimheller stable. Verity, a 
cheap soiling plater, was responsible for the show- 
ing of Hays, as slie was one of the most frequent 
winners of the meeting for a month or more. 

Judge E. C. Smith plans a brief vacation in this 
section before going to New York. 

M. N. Macfarbin, the only other ont-of-towa 
steward serving liere, will depart at once for Mo- 
bile, where he will act as a placing judge and 
clerk of the seules. Starter A. B. Dade leaves to- 
morrow for his Iiome in Henderson, Ky., to rest 
until the opening at I,exiiigton. 

Irish Dream evidently did not harm himself any 
with his acruliatic stunt of crawling under the inner 
rail several mornings ago after he had fallen into 
a ditch. The mishap did not serve to even curb 
bis mean dis|K>sition and, as usual, he had to be 
aecompauied to tlie post by a pony at a cost of $10. 
Then he showed the way home to a fair band of 
sprinters. 

J. R. Campbell departs for Mobile at once to shape 
np affairs in the racing secretary’s office. 

It did not take trainer Livingston long to make 
his presence felt with the L. T. Bauer string, 
which he took over several days ago. Biff Bang, 
the first horse that he sent to the post for his new 
employer gained the hardest kind of victory over 
Pastoral Swain in the fourth race today.

RACING WINNINGS A fALSE LIJ^ ^ NATIONAL ROMANCES

I fear our list of winning sires, based upon tlie amount of ninnc.v won. is gradually ceasing to rc- 
llect tlie classiliculion of merit. It lias never Itceii a conclusive lest. Imt it was tlie best we bad, and 
ill a majority of years it lias run true to form. It lias usually been deicrmincd by tlic winners of tlic 
most valualile sweepstakes, and pi-operiy so. ns tliose races were contested by tlie very best class or 
Iiorses, as in 1920, when Man o’ AViir iinU Jlad Hatter Jirouglit Fair Play to tlie front rank, or iu 1919, 
when Sir Itartou placed Star Slioot in tlie lead. 

But liert' wc liavc a lot of sires iu llie lead by recsoii alone of tlie amount of money won by tlicir got 
witli a marked iiliseiice of <iuality. Tliey liave a vast number of wiimers. but not winners of class. 
Here is Colt leading with fifty-two performers and 124 races. Star Slioot willi forty-four, McGee witli 
lifty. Ballot with sixty-eiglit. Sweep with forty-four, riule with sixty-six and 137 races. But wliat 
sort of races? AA’inter meeting races, selling races, sprinting races, wliere sncli a tiling as a bigli-class 
liorse is i|uite uukaowii. 

The reason for tliis iiunatiiral state of affairs is due (1) to tlie fact tliat tlie value of tlie minor 
events is out of proportion to tlic value of tlie great sweepstakes races; (2) to tlie vast mimlier of races 
of minor importance; (3) to tlio superiority in number of starters some sires liuve over otliers. Many 
of the racing associations cater to large fields of inferior Iiorscs (they make better speculation) tlian to 
tlie doulitfnl clmnce of great stakes producing good contests. Tlie sire wliicli lias tlie greater iinmber of 
starters, while lie ma.v not liave a liorsc of liigli class, is enabled to show a greater amount of mono.v 
won tliaii others wliose get are greater in Miialily. lint less in (|uantity. It is an invitation to breeders 
to produce as many colts and fillies liy a given sire as tliey itossibly can. without regard to ((iiality or 
class. Ami it al-o impairs tlie list of winning sires of its value as a iriterioii of merit.

Sliortl.v afterward (lie liookmak-rs were informed 
tlmt iiistrnctions liad Iwen given tli.it ail tlie iiiuiiey 
(laid out was to !«■ returned and every penny xvas 
paid iiaek. Some of tlie iHiokmakers were coiii- 
miiiiicated witli li.v the representative of a private 
detective ageiic.v and otliers li.v a relative of Hie 
haeker. Tlie reason given for this eoiirse of action 
is said to liave lieeii Hint as there hail hecii some 
delay in transmission tlie fairest tiling to do would 
be to return the nione.v. 

Tlie iMistoffiee aiitliorities are iirosei-utiiig Capt. 
Owen Peel and ids wife, wlio sejit the teiegraiiis.

Peel was a gallant stddier iu the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards during the (!reat AA'ar.

Tlie oldest liorse to xviii Hie lilne ribbon of Hie 
steeplecliasea was Wliy Not (1894). successful xvlien 
tliirleen years old. Tlu* youngest xvere Regal. Ans- 
terilfz (1877). and Empress (1880), ail five-year- 
olds. Tlu* oldest niiimal Hiat ever ran at Aiiitree . 
xvas Lilicrator. He xvas seventeen years old xxlien 
lie started for Old Joe’s (1880) race. Only Ixvo- 
foiir-year-olds liave ever lM*eii sadillcd. Tlie first 
was Real Jam in Emblem’s ll.SC3l journey: Hie

I.siter Miss Moxx'liray xxas sold to a .Mr. Mason for 
a fexv pounds and, after winning three steeidecliases 
xx’itli lier, slu* xvas sent to Maltoii to be trained I>.t 
John Scott. During tlie xvinler slie xvas ridden b.r 
Harr.v Ixniipaugii xvitli I>ord Middleton’s lioiinds. 
finall.r xvinning Hie National (1S,52| in a field of 
txvent.v-foiir. Miss Mow’hray ran second to Peter 
Simple the following .rear. Two years later slie 
I'roke lier ne<’k at Beeber’s Bnxik. Abd-el-Kader. 

Hie first dual xviniier. xvas lired from ii mare that 
liad drawn the Slii’exv.sl)nry coacli. Ixitcr Voluptuary, 

Hie xviiiner in 1884. xvas destined to fiiiisli a roman- 
tic career as a stage liorse. As a tlirpp-.venr-olrt 
lie ran unplaced in Bend Or’s t’it.v and Siibiirliaii. 

The 1908 xviniier, Kiiliin, xvas bred in America 
and sold xvitli Mr. llaggiii’s Iiorses at .Nexvmarket 
for $75. Itefore xvinning Hie Liverixxil he liad been 
lirnken for luiiiting, but fell lame and. like C'liand- 
ler. xx’as driven in a traveler’s gig. A .vear or so 
lx*fore Hiat Kubio liad lieeii used as Hie motive 
jMixver of a liotel inis in a small town in the 
Gloiicestersliire hunting i-ountr.v.
